most important committee in the house, 
in order to emphasize the fact that m i­ 
nority members of that committee have 
no voice in shaping legislation. 
Mr. 
Lindbergh was more mild, but his crit­ 
icism was none the less severe.

said in beginning to discuss the cur 
rency bill that as he had only an hour 
he did not w ant to bo Interrupted. 
“ Any member can get an hour to dis­ 
cuss a personal grievance,’’ he said, “ or 
any trivial matter, but only an hour is 
allotted to discuss the most important 
measure that has come before eon 
gress. 
T he house is growing in dis­ 
favor because it takea weeks to consid­ 
er trivial® and runs the time short 
when matters of Importance are con­ 
sidered.” 
Hous« Cannot Reform. 
T he bouao has gone bey oral the jieriod 
of reform because it has increased its 
size every ten years until it has become 
so unwieldy that It must be run on 
the close corporation plan. T he lead­ 
ers long ago saw that the larger the 
house the more power was given to 
ibat select few who were leaders ami 
took control of legislation. T here were 
no more severe critics of the methods 
of the R epublican congress than the 
men who are now running the Demo­ 
cratic congress. 
W hen they came into 
power they found that the only w ay to 
manago the large laxly was to take 
control by the same old methods, using 
the party whip and drastic rules just 
as their predecessors had done. 
It is 
the way to accomplish results, but it 
affords cause for criticism by those who 
w ant more freedom of dobate and gen­ 
eral privilege of making amendments. 


Value of a Citizen.

W ashington, Sept. 22.— T he strong­ 
est test of President W ilson's control 
over party policies and over the leg­ 
islative performances of congress is 
about to occur. 
W ithin the last week he has seen 
the triumph in the house of his cur­ 
rency reform demands and the prac­ 
tical completion of the tariff 
revi­ 
sion bill so far as the Democratic ad­ 
m inistration is connected with it. 
T he question now paramount in con­ 
gressional circles bears directly upon 
the 
president’s 
potential control of 
the currency reform situation in the 
senate. 
Except for those im m ediately con­ 
nected with the handling of the cur­ 
rency bills the general query is: 
"W ill the president be able to induce 
the senate to act on the Glass-Owen 
bill without delay and without ma­ 
terial 
alteration of Its 
provisions?” 
No doubt remains of the determined 
purpose of the president to urge con­ 
gress to complete the currency legis­ 
lation within the next few weeks and 
to give the country a new banking 
system and a revised form of paper 
currency before December.

A. J. GiffC«, county agricultural 
agent, has received a copy of the 
letter sent by M. N. Reynolds, chief 
of the veterinary division, to Supt. 
A. B. Wilson detailing the s e ll e r by 
fakers of a fake serum. 
The letter 
states: 
“ Reports 
are 
reaching 
us 
that 
farmers are being imposed upon in 
some hog cholera sections by fakers 
who pretend to have medical cures or 
who are using fake serum and charg­ 
ing farmers good serum prices. 
“ It is of course an easy matter to 
color water so as to make a fair imi­ 
tation In appearance. 
I think it 
would be well for all your field men 
to be well posted on this point and 
tell farmers that there is no medical 
cure for cholera, tuat money so spent 
is simply wasted and they should not 
use or permit the use of serum by 
strangers or serum from unknown 
and practically irresponsible sources. 
“Even true hog cholera serum may 
vary within very wide limits as to 
potency and surgical cleanliness; that 
is, safety for administration.” 
Farmers in the country will please 
be on the lookout for sellers of hog 
(cholera serum, and nefore buying 
from any person or company, suould 
satisfy themselves as to the standing 
of the parties.”
